The highlight of the picture is the 
scene in which six steerage travelers 
make their way, by force, to the 
upper deck and gaze in awe at the 
splendor and glamour of the first class 
dining room; even though at that 
moment the oce^n liner is heading 
towards its final resting place at the 
bottom of the sea. 

The actual end of the Titanic came 
at 2:20 A.M. April 15, 1912 when 
the ship, with the orchestra playing 
“Nearer My God To Thee”, took a 
final plunge into the Atlantic with 
some 1500 people still clinging to her 
decks. This fateful episode is shown 
in its entirety with the 700 horrified 
survivors praying for those still 
aboard. 

This really magnificent cinema 
creation, produced realistically and 
truthfully, gave all who viewed it a 
mournful portrayal of that night to 
remember.
